Augment Fund Provided by State and City; Is Named Head of Commission,

Acting 
upon the suggestion of Mr. gnyder 
that such a commission be named, 
Mayor Rockwell Marietta at once ap- 
pointed H. P. Snyder as chairman, 
with TVorth Kilpatrick and Rev. Ellis 
B. Burgess as associate members. A 
resolution submitted by Councilman 
John Duggan gives the commission 
authority to place the monument on 
the city hall lawn, at a spot to be de- 
termined upon later. 


The selection or the 
commission 


was a particularly happy one. H. P. 
Snyder has long urged that Connells- 
ville honor the memory of its martyr- 
ed pioneer by erecting such a monu- 
ment. That such action is soon to be 
taken is due entirely to the persist- 
ence with which he has agitated the 
movement. Worth Kilpatrick. is a 
competent builder and will contribute 
the practical experience -necessary to 
insure full, value to the. community 
for that which is expended. Hev. Ellis 
B. Burgess is-probably more familiar 
with the history of the community 
than any other man. Rev, Burgess 
has not only carefully 
studied- the 


early history of Western Pennsylva- 
nia, but has contributed liberally to 


the literature devoted to that period.

At the annual meeting of the board 


ot trustees of the Carnegie Froe Li- 
brary on Monday afternoon the old 
officers were re-elected, and the re~. 
port of the librarian submitted and 
approved. No. important business was 
transacted, only affairs of a routine 
nature being gone over 


The report of Hiss Margaret Whit- 


man, librarian, showed that during the 
year ending April 30, 1916, a total of 
72,684 books, periodicals, pictures and 
phamplets were put hi circulation. 
The number of books taken out by 
patrons numbered 62.537. 
Of these, 


31,337 were read by adults and 31..COO 
by children. The books favored. by 
the older people wore mostly fiction 
while the Juvenlleu .-ran up a big total 
in literature. The "West Side station 
did good buslneas while open, 8,053* 
book* being distributed on that Bide 
of the river. 


The largest dally circulation for the 


year was on March 6, 1916, when 515 
books were taken out. The smallest 
circulation was on June 18, 1915, after 
school had closed, when only 51 books 
were borrowed. 


During the year 553 books 
were 


added to the library. 
Of these 486 


were bought, 616 were girts and 56 
were added by binding. The number 
lost or discarded was 599, leaving a 
net gain -at 559. The number ot books
